Infantile  mortality 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  among  infants  of 
■under  one  year  of  age  per  1 ,000  registered  live  births.  There  v/ere  tv/o 
deaths  among  irufants  under  one  year  of  age  to  131  births  in  the  area. 

This  is  too  small  a figure  to  calculate  for  comparative  purposes,  an 
accurate  iruiantile  mortality  rate.  The  national  rate  is  20.9  deaths  among 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births  and  the  V/iltshire.

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  isolated  occurrences. 

More  unusual  now  that  all  cattle  are  tuberculin  tested,  v^as  the  case 
of  tuberculous  glands  in  the  neck.  The  source  of  ravj  milk  consumed  by 
this  patient  was  traced  and  the  herd  investigated  by  the  County  Veterinary 
authorities.  No  satisfactory  result  was  obtained,  and  as  the  course  of 
the  human  infection  is  slow,  it  is  possible  that  an  infected  beast  had 
alreadj’’  been  sold  from  the  herd  before  the  disease  became  clinically 
manifest  in  the  patient. 

It  was  necessary  to  prevent  two  food  handlers  from  continuing  v/ork. 

One  was  a contact  of  a patient  v/ho  was  ill  following  a visit  to  Harlow 
New  Town  about  the  time  of  the  Typhoid  outbreak  there.  The  other  proved 
t.  b-^-  ;■  staphylococcal  nasal  carrier  and  r^quii'ca  treatment.  Beth  persons 
•..ure  tortromely  co-operative  and  natters  were  handled  inl’ormally. 

Infected  Milk: 

Over  three  quarters  of  the  milk  consumed  in  Devizes  is  unpasteurised. 
CoriSequentl3’',  it  is  vital  that  a close  check  is  kept  upon  its  cleanliness, 
and  safety.  Sampling  continues  regularly  under  the  Wiltshire  County 
Council's  delegated  scheme,  and  details  are  given  later,  but  I again  wish 
tc  point  out  to  the  Council  the  weakness  of  the  law  in  controlling  Brucella 
abortus  infection  of  cattle. 

The  Department  is  at  times  in  possession  of  serological  tests  which 
show  the  great  likelihood  that  a certain  milk  sample  is  infected. 

Vnf orianately,  this  matter  cannot  be  proved  for  at  least  six  weeks  and  even 
then  isolation  of  the  actual  organisms  is  a chancy  affair.  Meanwhile  the 
milk  continues  to  be  sold. 

In  order  to  increase  the  chance  of  isolating  Brucella  abortus,  our 
samples  are  now  taken  to  Salisbury  Laboratory  by  car  whereas  formerly  they 
went  by  'bus.  This  enables  the  milk  to  arrive  in  better  condition,  but 
the  six  weekly’-  interval  in  proving  the  infection  is  present,  remains 
unciianged.  There  is  also  lack  of  proper  legislation  to  deal  vfth  cov/s 
known  to  be  producing  infected  milk.

DE\^LOPMEKT  OF  PELFAEE  SERVICES 


The  National  Assistajace  (iunendment)  Act,  19^2  gave  this  Council  the 
necessary  powers  to  provide  meals  and  recreation  for  old  people.  Shortly 
after  this  Act  hecame  law  the  Minister  of  Health  laid  a Command  Paper 
entitled  "Health  and  Welfare:  The  Development  of  Community  Care"  before 
the  House  of  Commons  on  17th  April,  1963.  Briefly,  the  major  authorities 
were  asked  to  look  at  their  own  plans  for  welfare  services  for  the  next 
ten  yeans  because  of  the  need  for  expansion. 

One  reason  for  this  is  the  present  bulge  in  our  population  at  55  years 
of  age,  so  v,'e  can  expect  : 

- More  people  to  retire  each  year  than  ever  before. 

- To  support  a larger  retired  population  than  ever  before, 

- To  provide  for  more  handicapped  persons  than  ever  before. 

So  that  the  working  population  can  care  for  these  large  numbers,  vie 
must  provide  modern  conditions  in  our  housing  which  is  designed  for  the 
aged,  to  enable  these  persons  to  help  themselves, 

'^I'elfare  Services"  in  Devizes  are  mainly  provided  and  paid  for  by  the 
County  Council,  but  Voluntary  organisations  and  the  Borough  Council  play 
their  part.

Aged  Persons  G-roup  Dwellings 


These  are  a joint  enterprise  betv^een  the  County  Welfare 
Committee  and  Housing  Authorities.

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SLUM  CLKARAUCE  AND  EEDEVELOPMEMT 


Y/hen  Sheep  Street  was  feing  redeveloped  the  Town  could  v/atch 
the  day  to  day  progress  and  much  seemed  to  be  happening.  Not  so  in 
1963,  a year  of  patchy  demolition  in  several  of  the  prominent  streets 
in  Town,  vrith  most  of  the  house  construction  work  proceeding  out  of 
sight  at  I’.iayenne  Place.  Here  twenty  three-bedroomed  houses  vi/ere 
handed  over  to  the  Council  by  the  end  of  that  year  - a further  thirty- 
six  being  required  from  that  contract  - and  the  second  phase  consisting 
of  thirty  one-bedroomed  flats,  sixty  tv70-bedrooraed  flats,  and  eight 
bungalows  commenced  on  the  1st  April.  These  two  contracts  should  make 
tremendous  inroads  into  the  housing  waiting-list. 

The  tender  for  the  advance  preparation  of  the  Victoria  Road 
extension  was  approved  by  the  Minister  in  October.  The  type  of 
housing  development  for  this  site  must  be  dictated  entirely  by  the 
requirements  of  the  waiting-list,  but  a considerable  road  frontage  vi/ill 
be  taken  up  bj’’  the  new  County  Council  Old  Persons  Home. 

Pollowlng  the  example  of  Deramore  Roy/,  I v/as  pleased  when  the 
Council  decided  to  bring  up  to  date  sanitary  amenities  in  their  houses 
at  Rotherstone  Gardens,  Bricksteed  Avenue  and  Caen  Hill  Gardens,  The 
MrsLster's  approval  for  work  on  the  tyventy-tv/o  houses  in  Caen  Hill  Gardens 
was  received  in  December.  It  is  easy  to  provide  bathrooms  v/here  none 
formerly  existed,  but  much  tolerance  is  needed  by  landlord  and  tenant 
when  work  consisting  of  replacing  a bath  and  a sink,  providing  a hot 
water  backboiler,  and  a washhand  basin,  plastering  and  redecorating, 
must  take  place  yvith  the  household  in  residence, 

Pinally,  it  would  not  be  correct  to  leave  19^3  v/ithout  mentioning 
the  scheme  to  convert  80  flats  in  Eastleigh  Road  into  40  semi-detached 
houses;  a plan  which  necessitatea  the  transfer  of  existing  tenants  as 
it  can  only  be  executed  as  the  flats  fall  vacant. 

The  conversion  of  No. 17  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
work  on  No. 45  commenced.  It  was  envisaged  that  a fey/  conversions  y/ould 
take  place  each  year.  The  resulting  house  is  larger  than  average. 

All  who  suffered  from  the  lack  of  sound  proofing  in  these  flats  v/ill 
welcome  their  demise. 
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Y/ATER  SUPPLIES 


A description  of  the  water  supply  is  to  be  found  in  ray  Annual 
Report  for  1960.  Ro  cheraical  analyses  were  made  but  saraples  taken 
during  the  ^'■ear  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  There  is  ample 
water  for  the  Tovai  as  long  as  the  sources  are  used  to  supply  Devizes 
alone. 


In  October  1962,  the  North  lYilts  Water  Board  took  over  the 
Council's  functions  as  a vVater  Authority,  but  I feel  that  the  Council 
and  their  Officers  still  have  a duty  to  guard  the  public  health,  and 
have  from  time  to  time  paid  visits  to  our  reservoir,  and  the  pumps  at 
Bourton  and  Shepherds  Shore. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  Health  Committee’s 
attention  to  the  interraittency  of  the  supply  which  broke  down  on  three 
occasions,  and  the  fencing  of  the  reservoir.  Later  I approached  the 
Water  Board  about  the  possibility  of  their  v/orkmen  having  routine  blood 
tests  for  Typhoid  and  they  asked  advice  concerning  the  sev/age  disposal 
at  the  Shepherds  Shore  house  if  it  were  modernised.  At  all  times  the 
Officers  and  hembers  of  the  North  Yfilts  Y/ater  Board  have  been  most 
helpful . 


THE  SMMINO  POOL 

A description  of  the  swimming  pool  and  learners’  pool  was  given  in 
my  Annual  Reports  for  196O  and  1962.  All  water  saraples  continue  to  be 
sa.tisfactory.  The  pool  was  redecorated  in  the  Spring  and  fresh  sand 
put  into  the  filters.  I gave  a talk  and  film  display  on  mouth  to  mouth 
artificial  respiration  to  the  SvTimming  Club  in  the  Summer, 
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SKlvER/iG-E 


Sewage  from  the  Town  is  treated  at  two  Sewage  Works.  The 
Ivarsteed  Area  ai:id  Rounctva^'  Hospital  share  one  and  the  remainder  of 
the  Town  together  with  Roundway  Park  and  The  Barracks,  drains  to  the 
Bath  Road  Sew’age  V/orks  . 

A good  efiluent  should  demand  less  than  20  parts  per  million 
of  oxygen,  the  prime  function  of  sewage  treatment  being  to  reduce 
oxj’-gen  demand  so  that  fish  and  other  -water  life  can  continue  in 
streams. 


The  Roundway  Hospital  Works  sampled  on  three  occasions  by  the 
Avon  River  Board,  showed  a Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  ranging  from 
7.2.  to  30  parts  per  million.  The  Bath  Road  Works  gave  a satisfactory 
effluent  after  irrigation.  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  7 parts  per  million 
on  two  occasions  and  I6  parts  per  million  on  another,  Somxetimes  the 
flow  of  sewage  at  this  Works  is  too  great  for  the  irrigation  main  and 
it  is  then  that  bad  samples  are  returned. 


In  the  sections  dealing  7/ith  Housing,  Planning,  Water, 
Sewerage  and  the  Public  Swimming  Pool,  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  Mr.  R.E. 
Paget,  Borough  Surveyor,  and  Mr.  A.J.  Draper,  Housing 
Officer.
